CASE CALLED 
FRAME-UP 


Washington, Nov. 6.—The 
National Council for the 
Prevention of | War today 
charged that United States 
Army prosecutors “framed” 
the Germans accused of the 
Malmedy massacre, and said 
the Congressional Commit- 
tee investigating the case 
fell down on its job. 

In an independent report on 
the caso, the Council said that 
the Senate Armed Services 
Sub-Committee, headed by 
Senator Raymond Baldwin, dis- 
torted its own findings and oe- 
came a “committee for the 
defmce of U.S, occupation 


sadists”, 

The Council recommended 
that the imprisoned Malmedy 
defendants and other alleged 
German war criminals be turned 
over to the new West German 
Government for retrial or other 
disposition of thelr cases. 

73 FOUND GUILTY 

The Baldwin sub-committce 
reported on October 14 that it 
found no evidence to back 
charges that U.S. military men 
mistrented the Germans accused 
of the’ massacre ‘of about 80 
unarmed American prisoners 
of war near Malmedy, Belgium, 
during the “Battle of the 
Bulge.” It. said those who pub- 
Usted’ such charges had “done 
their country a great disservice.”

How To Train ‘The 
Nervous Child 


By G. C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


HE nervous child needs 
effective discipline, He 
may be nervous for want of 
ndequate discipline, Often the 
phyciclan  adviees the — parent 
ARoinst punishing the nervous 
child nt all He, of course, bas 
im omind punishments which 
stir up the eblid emotionally 
without ottaining (he desired 
ends Bot oany physician surely 
knows that the nervous ehild 
mus, be contratied and that if 
he fx net he will surely grow 
More nervous His obligation tx 
to show the parents how to pet 
desirable cuntrol of the child 
and how ta empley  punish- 
ments $0 na logneed fewer of 
them. Certainly anybody knows 
that the overveus child is more 
in need of some regimentagon 
aod odireiptne (a. a basis. of 
self control) than are other 
children 


There in no better way for a 
child to grow more nervous 
than for him to meet with 
emotional confitets; and if he 
doesn’t learn some tnhibitions 
for respecting the rights and 
posessions of others, these 
conflicts arc sure to mount. 
Without proper discipline, 
moreover, he ts going to have 
more emotional conflicts — with 
his parents. As he and his 
parents get on each — other's 
nerves he and they will annoy 
exch other more and, corres- 
pondingly, enjoy each other 
less. 


Strong Argument 


All this in a strong argument 
for parents to establish some 
destrable basic restraints carly. 

It’s a powerful argument for 
putting into effect early the 
chair-sitting puntshment. 


As soon as you have trained 
your tot to respect the meaning 
of ‘No’ (which he rarely 
hears), you can abandon 
spanking.

O type of allment seems to 
causo more suffering—for 
both patient and = family—than 
mental Iliness. Certainly none 
1s more expensive for society. 
Thus, any advance fn the treat- 
ment of such patients is tu be 
hailed os a great boon. 
For a number of 
various forms of shock 
ment have offered the 
hope of cure and yet these 
treatments have not. by any 
means : begn universally suc- 
cessful, Recently, a method has 
been found which promlscs to 
restore mental health moro 
rapidly and to make shock 
treatments effective for many 
more people. 


The new method makes use 
of histamine, a chemical 
normally orcurring in the 
human body, First trials. in- 
dicate that when this. substance 
is given o5 a preliminary = to 
shock treatment, more than 
twice as many people can be 
reHeved of their mental dls- 
turbances as are cured at pre- 
sent.
